I've just finished going over the newsletter & have some answers 
for fellow members questions; Hope they help, with regards to Mike 
Steity 1961, 1790: 

I'm not very familior with the holley 1V, only 1100-1101 Autolites, 
but here goes. 

Is the float correctly attached to the needle? Are any check 
balls in the wrons place? Check all moving or "Free" parts for 
restricted movement £ insure all passages are clear. 

As for rust, mv method involves aircraft materials. 

In doors, Hoods, Deck lids & Fender wells, I've had alot of 
success with a thorough sanding & or blasting: 2 coats of Du-Pont 
“CORPOM” nrimer,&§ color coat, To keep my work looking freash for 
years to come, a coat of L.P.S. #3 motorcycle chain lube displaces 
water (all drain holes open) & keeps moisture off the metal. Don't 
use the L.P.S. on surfaces exposed to road abeasions as it will 
eventually were off. 

A 65 Falcon with a 3 speed is a normal occurance, I'd say. The 
Ford-O-Matice 2 speed ran from 1960-64 on Fairlans, Comets, Falcons 
and ‘letors or any Ford car equipped with a 221 ~ 260 V8 or 144-200 
6. In 1965, the 3 speed cruise-0-Matic became the hase automatic. 

Also in resards to Fordo-Matic, AAMCO transmissions offers a 
shift kit (P/N $K-2V) for it. A vacume modulator with adjusting 
capability can be had at the local AAMCO shop, Too, I don't have 
the P/T, but will soon. Should your Ford-0-Matic need rebuilding, 
set “TO IT GUYS”, my fiancee, AAMCO's chief engineer, says parts 
suppliers are on their last production run. Looks like the demand 
just isn't there anvmore. 

Thanks for your time, I hope my words can help vou all.
